William  Budge  was  the  early- 
day  Mormon  missionary  who 
converted  Dr.  Karl  G.  Maeser, 
first  president  of  Brigham 
Young  University,  in  Germany. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1919 
at  the  age  of  91,  he  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Logan  Temple  and 
had  served  as  deputy  surveyor 
of  Onedia  County,  Idaho,  school 
superintendent  in  Oneida  Coun- 
ty, President  of  Bear  Lake  Stake, 
president  of  the  European  Mis* 
sion  and  a member  of  the  Idaho 
Legislature. 

MARRINER  WOOD  MERRILL

Mary  Louise  Jacob,  refreshments  tj,e  g7-year-old  general  was  known  to  feel,  along  with  ^ 

and  Susan  Deputy,  Jo  Paine  and  Dr  Wernher  yon  Braun  and  other  army  scientists,  that  insuf-  tie  with  the  steelworkers 


Injunction 
Set  Today 
In  Walkout

PITTSBURGH,  Oct.  20— The 
government  will  ask  a federal 
district  judge  today  to  order  a 
half— million  striking  steelwork- 
ers back  into  the  mills  for  80 
days  but  the  United  Steelworkers 
Union  said  it  would  fight  a Taft- 
Hartley  injunction  to  the  highest 
court  in  the  land. 

A reluctant  President  Eisen- 
hower ordered  the  Justice  De- 
partment to  seek  the  injunction 
yesterday  after  his  special  fact- 
finding board  reported  there  was 
virtually  no  hope  for  a voluntary 
settlement  of  the  98-day  basic 
steel  strike.  The  President  ack- 
nowledged it  was  a “sad  day  for 
the  nation.” 

Seek  Injunction 

Assistant  Attorney  General 
George  C.  Doub  goes  before  fed- 
eral judge  Herbert  P.  Sorg  to 
request  the  “cooling  off’  per- 
iod, which  the  President  said  was 
necessary  “to  remove  a peril  to 
the  national  health  and  safety.” 

United  Steelworkers  president 
David  J.  McDonald  said  his  un- 
ion would  try  to  block  the  order 
in  district  court  here  and,  if  un- 
successful, it  would  carry  the 
fight  to  the  third  circuit  court 
of  appeals  in  Philadelphia  and 
to  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court. 

Return  to  Work 

McDonald  said  the  steelwork- 
ers would  obey  a return  to  work 
injunction  but  would  be  free  to 
strike  again  at  the  end  of  80 
days  if  their  demands  were  not 
met.

General  Carlos  Romulo  sent 
a special  message  to  Brigham 
Young  University  students  Mon- 
day in  an  interview  with  the 
Daily  Universe. 

“Tell  your  students  to  remem- 
ber this:  A foreigner  is  a friend 
you  have  yet  to  meet.”  Using  this 
formula  is  “one  way  to  project 
yourself  spiritually,”  the  general 
said. 

IN  HIS  FORUM  address  Mon- 
day, General  Romulo  stressed 
the  importance  of  showing  the 
people  of  the  world  the  spiritual 
and  cultural  wealth  of  America 
rather  than  military  and  strateg- 
ic might.  His  special  message  to 
BYU  students  correlated  with 
that  theme. 

The  Phillipine  statesman  ex- 
plained to  interviewers  that 
Communist  China’s  Mao  Tse- 
tung’s  policy  is,  “Talk,  Talk, 
Fight.”  In  light  of  that  and  like 
Communists’  policies,  the  free 
world  can  expect  no  cessation  of 
violence  and  political  incidents 
in  trouble  spots  throughout  the 
world,  he  said. 

IN  COMMENTING  on  the  Laos 
situation,  General  Romulo  said 
that  the  United  Nations  had  won 
a great  deal  of  prestige.  The  U.N. 
had  sent  a sub-committee  to  in- 
vestigate the  Communist  aggres- 
sion and  the  situation  had  im- 
mediately improved. 

The  really  significant  thing 
about  the  U.N.  action  in  Laos 
was  the  presenting  of  the  ques- 
tion before  the  U.N.  as  a proced- 
ural rather  than  a substantive 
measure. 

Making  the  question  procedur- 
al, the  U.N.  did  away  with  any 
threat  of  a Communist  veto  on 
action  for  Laos.
